Pacific Grove’s most elite visitors will 
soon be here. 

The annual migration of monarch 
butterflies in October, however, will feed 
at least two major controversies. One 
centers on an abandoned house inside the 
Monarch Grove Sanctuary, the other is 
over the rope barricades around butterfly 
viewing areas, 

Eat your heart out, Most Other Towns, 
USA, because this is one of the enviable 
worries faced by Butterfly Town, USA. 

The unique character and politics of 
Pacific Grove are reflected in two small 
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but vocal groups espousing opposing 
views on how best to host the popular 
insects. 

Katy Travaille, who serves on the 
City’s Natural Resources Committee, 
says the proposed demolition of the 
historic house in the Sanctuary is “a 
tough call,” but believes “the butterflies 
would be better off with a serious 
windbreak,” made up of 60-ft trees, 
which could be planted where the one- 
story home now stands. 

Last month the City paid $275 fora 
demolition permit to level the historic 
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tterfly worries 


placed on the City’s inventory of historic 
buildings. 

City Manager Mike Huse says the 
action resulted from the advice of the 
Natural Resources Committee. No 
decision has been made on when and if 
to demolish, but the “process” began at 
the City Council meeting of August 21. 

More recently, another advisory 
group, the Beautification Committee, 
has voted unanimously again 
demolition, saying the house should be 
preserved for future use. |

Save the butterfly house 


Editor: On August 21 at the City 
Council meeting, a public hearing 
took place on whether to demolish or 
retain/restore the last building on the 
Historical list at the Monarch Grove 
Sanctuary.

Committee gave 10 reasons, why it 
should be removed, one of them being 
the enormous cost to restore. The 
Friends of the Monarch, the Commit- 
tee to save Brokaw Hall, and a few 
residents stated that it should be 
restored and gave their reasons. _ 

The City, because of some previous 
circumstance, had to order the demoli- 
tion permit to be drawn, but remarked 
that the Council would. look into the 
comments from the public hearing and 
review this item at a later date. 

I believe that I have a solution that 
satisfies all the committees, as well as 
the neighbors around the Sanctuary 
who do not want more people and 
parking problems. 

The building should be saved, 
because it is part of the naturalness and 
history of this Grove. I suggest only 
the exterior be “uplifted,” by making it 
appear similar to the buildings de- 
signed by Julia Morgan at the Asilomar 
Conference Grounds. The rock 
fireplaces on either side of the building 
are wonderful. With a new roof, 
shingles over the present siding, and 
paned windows with curtains so the 
interior would not be visible, would 
make this property darling. I see this 
home in the future as a focal point of 
oil paintings. 

This home need not be occupied at 
all — no public use. Perhaps a plaque 
could be placed with a little of the 
interesting history. People could sit on 
the benches nearby and reflect about 
the past. The cost to restore only the 
outside would be minimal, I would 
think. 

Tearing down the building would. 
make the area boring, especially during 


the times the butterflies are not there. 
It would be like Washington Park, and 
we already have Washington Park. 
Fixing the exterior of the home would 
create a scene. 

Both sides should feel this was a 
good compromise, (keep the building, 
fix the facade, but allow no use.) and if 
more investigation as to the tenets of 
the purchase agreement and bone 
assessment are clearly defined, then, 
perhaps the best decision could be 
made about the future of the home. 

The structure should have been worked 
on starting in 1991 when the fencing, 
pathways, benches, plantings and 
information kiosk were improved. The 
$35 a year in our property taxes was 
for the purchase and preservation of 
the property, and to me, that means the 
buildings too. :

Travaille says the impact of additional-visitors to the Sanctuary would increase 
traffic, impacting the neighbors, if the old house were converted to a visitor’s 
center. 

Jill Stewart, chair of the Beautification Committee, (whose members were briefly 
responsible for the butterfly sanctuary) says the old building in the sanctuary has 
historic value and “doesn’t seem to have been disturbing the butterflies at all.” 

Ro Vaccaro, president of Freinds of the Monarchs, reports “This house is 70 feet 
long, 25 feet high and has been there for 82 years, buffering the wind in the 
microclimate. It should not be removed from the habitat.” 

The City of Pacific Grove went into debt for more than a million dollars to purchase 
the land where butterflies faithfully return every autumn. Numerous worldwide 
media reports have 
encouraged 
additional visitors 
to Pacific Grove’s 
monarch habitat, 
creating concerns 
for those who 
believe a 
disturbance of the 
micro-climate may 


cause the 
butterflies to 
abandon the 
Grove. 





LAST YEAR the City took emergency action in George Washington Park where 
visitors were reportedly damaging butterfly turf. A rope fence appeared, which 
served the dual function of leading visitors to the butterfly area and of marking 
the trail. Travaille says a recommendation will be presented to City Council to re- 
establish the rope fence. She realizes the idea of fencing in a natural area will be 
objectionable to some people, however, when the use of an area increases to the 
point where the resource that draws butterflies is bein “loved to death,’ measures 
must be taken to protect that which is special, she told the Beacon. 

Stewart says the ropes give a construction-in-progress appearance and are 
unnecessary. She also disagrees with Travaille’s theories on how best to protect 
the butterflies. “Butterflies and visitors have survived each other year after year, 
forever. I don’t have a background in botony, but I can see that those who come to 
view the butterflies are not destroying the habitat.”

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Life at the laundry--a family affair 


by Janis Cain 

When Tom Finklang closed escrow 
on an old Pacific Grove building in 1994, 
he was 55S years old and ready for an 
early retirement. Although he’d spent 35 
years 1n suits and ties as a financial 
planner, no amount of planning could 
have prepared him for the ups and downs 
of life at 472 Lighthouse Avenue, the 
old Grove Laundry Building. 

Last Saturday, as he swept the 
sidewalks around his evolving Grove 
Homescapes business (where the 
laundry once stood), Finklang reflected 
on the self-described naiveté that 
allowed him to undertake the realization 
of a dream for his sons, Thompson, 35, 
and Beau, 34. 

Thompson and Beau had been asked 
about their “dream” careers and spoke 
of combining their individual interests 
in art and plants, as well as returning to 
their hometown of Pacific Grove. The rest is a study in 
perseverance. 

For more than two and a half years, the Finklang family 
has tended not only to the creation of beauty on a 
commercial lot, but also to the gift of family and their 
devotion to one another. 

Finklang’s Egyptian-born, French-raised wife, Claude, 
was an enthusiastic component of the emerging dream 
come true for “the boys.” She became consumed by the 
project from the beginning, and was a quick study on 
construction practices. She won’t see completion of the 
project that’s now dedicated to her memory; Claude lost 
her battle with breast cancer in April.

The focal point of the outdoor garden shop, opened on 
June 14, is a gazebo built from the old laundry building 
windows and lumber salvaged from the reconstruction. 

In addition to the garden shop, The Grove Building itself 
will house the home environment galleries of the Grove 





Homescapes, Peninsula Home Theater and residential 
apartments for Thompson and Beau on the third floor. 

Included from the beginning of the project was 
Finklang’s “other son,” Rhett Allen Smith, who is a lifelong 
schoolmate and friend of Thompson and Beau — now the 
owner of Peninsula Home Theater. 

Smith's company, which operates from the basement 
space added to the original building, does design and 
installation of custom audio, video, communication and 
automation control equipment. . . 

During the construction project, Smith used his cabinet 
and millwork background to remake the original laundry’s 
old growth lumber, into all 113 windows and doors found 
throughout the building. | 

Thompson noted that the total home environment 
concept focusing on home comfort and amenities makes 
for a good meld of the two businesses and will allow 
cascading plants and digitized technology to mix In one

AMONG THE many difficulties encountered during the 
project was the discovery of an underground spring and a major 
formation of granite below the building. 

“But God smiled on us.” Finklang recalled, because a fracture 
found in the granite was at the exact spot where the pump had 
to go, to deal with the groundwater. 

The spring now supplies all watering needs of the garden and 
pond. The granite carved from beneath the building has been 
turned into a stone bench and garden walls.

Thompson, whose art education spanned UCLA and studies 
in Vienna, takes pride in the transformation nearly completed. 
“Basically, we took out everything that was ugly and recreated 
it to look handsome and strong.” 

The family is now collecting portfolios of 
local artists, who will be featured in a gallery 
and on walls throughout the building. 

Acclaimed local pianist Jonathan Lee, who 
happens to be a neighbor on 12th Street,

NOT ALL THE neighbors are partial to the 
project. Several have signed letters of 
complaint about the construction itself, and also 
over fears of future parking problems on the 
narrow 12th and 13th streets bordering Grove 
Homescapes. Some say the Finklangs have 
received favorable treatment from City Hall. 

“Construction is a miserable thing for neighbors,” Thompson 
conceded. “And a construction project that spans years can 
take its toll on the neighbors.” 

Contrary to earlier reports, a recent Traffic Commission report 
verified the family had made no requests for changes to parking 
restrictions on either 12th or 13th Streets. “Many who had 
opposed us,” Finklang noted, “have now come in to apologize, 
saying they had been misinformed.” 

As for the cost of “trying to be a good neighbor,” Finklang 
has spent thousands of dollars on storm drains, sidewalks, and 
electrical work, “for the benefit of the City and our neighbors 
— not just ourselves.” 


LEANING INTO his broom handle, surrounded by 
remarkable architectural amenities, Finklang shook his head 
saying, “ I don’t have the background to be here, doing what 
I’m doing, except that I love my boys. My wife and I wanted to 
make a home and future for them.”

Parking on race day may be the biggest challenge. If you live in Pacific Grove 
or you're lodging in P.G., we recommend you either walk down or ride your bike 
to the event. Lovers Point is not more than a couple of miles from just about 
any waste in the city. It will provide a great morning workout for the “vicarious” 
riathlete. 


If you driving to the race, there will be plenty of parking on side streets. Jewell 
Bayview and Pacific Avenues have parking spaces on both sides from 19th to 
Alder Street. There is also parking on the West side of Oceanview Boulevard and 
on the side streets from Grand to Eardley. There are also some parking lots off a 
Central Avenue. 


USA TRIATHLON AND LOCAL RULES: 


- No swimming or other aids such as fins or snorkels are allowed 

- On the bike, helmets must be worn at all times. 

- There is no drafting allowed. (cyclists must stay at least two bike lengths be- 
hind a bike unless the are attempting to pass) 

- Cyclists must yield to faster riders.

- No glass containers in the transition area or anywhere on the course.

- Upon completing the bike event, triathletes must dismount and walk their bi- 
cycles in the transition area. 

-Relay Teams: Bicycles must be racked until the swimmer “tags” the cyclist. 
Upon completing the bike course,m the cyclist must rack his bike and then “tag”
